SO TELLS AMERICAN ENVOY, 


Madrid, June 3.—The capture and sui¬ 
cide Saturday night at Torrejon do 
Ardos of Manuel Morales, the chief sus¬ 
pect In the bomb outrage against King 
Alfonso and Queen Victoria, adds an 
other dramatic chapter to the Incidents 
surrounding the royal wedding. 

Morales was recognised In the Uttlo 
town of Torrejon do Ardos, midway be¬ 
tween Madrid and Alcala. A guard 
sought to detain him, but Morales, 
drawing a revolver, shot the guard 
dead. Then he turned to flee, but a 
number of the Inhabitants of the town 
were upon him. and turning tho re¬ 
volver upon himself, he sent a shot 
into the region of his heart, expiring a 
few minutes later. Senor Cuesta, pro- 
pritor of tho hotel from the balcony 
of which Morales threw tho bomb, 
viewed tho body this morning and com¬ 
pletely Identified it as that of his re¬ 
cent guest.

Disguised Himself. 


It was 8 o'clock Saturday evening 
when Morales, disguised In the garb of 
a workingman, entered the station of 
Torrejon do Ardos. He asked a child 
u’ho was In charge of tho office the time 
the next train would depart for Bar¬ 
celona. He then sought food In a near¬ 
by shop. His Catalonian accept first 
attracted attention to him. It was then 
noticed that his workman's suit was 
entirely new and did not correspond In 
texture to that usually worn by a per¬ 
son In his station In life, his face and 
main ers showing him co be a man of 
some distinction. 

A private watchman from a neigh¬ 
boring estate chanced to be present and 
he noticed the facial resemblance of 
Morales to the descriptions given out of 
the man seen on the balcony from 
which the bomb was throwm. particu¬ 
larly the long, thin and deeply sertous 
face and the closely cropped mustache. 
He then observed that a finger on the 
man's left hand, which the stranger 
was trying to conceal, was badly hurt, 
and also that there was a small fresh 
scar on his forehead. The stranger 
sought to take a road leading into the 
country, hut the watchman Intercepted 
him and demanded to know his Identi¬ 
ty.

Morales declined to give this, where¬ 
upon a guard arrested him. Instantly 
Morales drew a revolver from his 
pocket and fired, the guard falling 
dead. Morales started up the road, but 
a small group of villagers ahead birred 
his passage. Then turning, he delib¬ 
erately pointed tho weapon to his 
heart, fired and pitched forward In 
the roadway. 

An examination of the pockets of the 
dead man showed that they contained 
thirty-six dollars and u small supply 
of bread and cheese, but there was 
nothing In them that would give & clew* 
to his Identity. This fact created a 
doubt that the man was Morales, but 
when the Governor of Madrid arrived 
Identification was Immediate and posi¬ 
tive. The body was then brought to 
Madrid. At first there was a desire to 
bury It at Torrejon de AnJos, but 
when this was suggested, the villagers 
Indignantly refused to permit the boly 
to repose In their town. 

Villagers of Torrejon de Ardos gave 
a graphic description of the character 
and death of Morales. They nay he ap¬ 
peared to be greatly fatigued and fell 
asleep on a bench at the station. On 
entering the Inn he called for dinner, 
but scarcely tasted a morsel. The 
loquacious proprietress of the Inn dis¬ 
cussed with him the prevailing topic 
of the throwing of the bomb at Ma¬ 
drid. declaring It was a heinous crime. 
At this the stranger shifted nervously, 
saying: "Everyone has his own ideas 
which should be respected.” Shortly 
after this he tried to leave the town. 
• • • 

Cautious About Approaching. 


this afternoon for the purpose of allay¬ 
ing public Indignation. Thousands of 
persons surged before the municipal 
morgue, seeking to be admitted to the 
room where the body lay. but cavalry 
and Infantry blocked the efforts of the 
throng, which murmured Imprecations 
against the assassin. Public fueling 
was Intense, chiefly because of the 
great number of victims. It is seldom 
that a bomb explosion has had such 
deadly effect, the casualties In this in¬ 
stance being twenty-four killed and 
more than eighty wounded.

The American envoy to the royal 
wedding. Frederick W. Whitrldge. and 
his suite hud an opportunity for a brief 
conversation with King Alfonso during 
the reception at the palace Saturday 
night. When the conversation natural¬ 
ly turned to the attempt on the King 
and Queeen, King Alfonso shrugged 
his shoulders and made tho following 
significant statement, showing how he 
views the future:

BEACHEY WILL TRY AGAIN. 


Cleveland. O., Juno 8.—[Special ]— 
After battling valiantly for his life high 
in the air, Lincoln J. Beachey. a Toledo 
aeronaut, crashed to the earth with his 
airship and was pulled unconscious 
from the wreck of the machine. Thou¬ 
sands of persons saw the accident at 
Luna Park. The triangular spruce 
framework carrying the motive power 
collapsed, the big propellor cut Into tho 
balloon like a buzz saw. letting out tho 
hydrogen gas and permitting the craft 
to shoot to iho earth like a bullet. 
Beachey threw off the ballast and made 
frantic efforts to check his downward 
flight, but In vain. 

Beachey fell Into an open field and 
when friends arrived a few minutes 
later they dragged his limp and sense¬ 
less body from the wreck. He was not 
seriously hurt and quickly revived. 

*T11 put a truss under that carriage 
and she'll work all right when I try 
her again.” was Beachey's philosophical 
assertion, made in a shame-faced way. 
"Both Knabenshue and I thought tho 
carriage would stand the racket, but 
I’ve changed my mind. It has to be 
built more strongly the next time.” 

The flight had been successful until 
the airship struck a strong air current. 
Just as Beachey w’aa preparing to make 
hts landing. He Intended sailing across 
the city and hod made several pretty 
turns In tha air.

Committee Arrives To Make a Plea 
With the Roosevelt Ad¬ 
ministration. 


After shooting himself Morales fell 
In the road. The villagers advanced to¬ 
ward the spot with tho most venture¬ 
some of them, Franelsleo Marlines, 
ahead. Through the moonlight Martinez 
saw Morales make a desperate effort 
to raise hlm»©l< on his elbow, his right 
hand still grasping the revolver. Then 
the wounded man fell backward, but 
the villages waited fifteen minutes be¬ 
fore gnjnf^closer, fearing that he might 
still be able to use the w©ajH>n.

New York. June 3.—Drs. P. Arose- 
mena. A. E. Morales and B. Parr©* and 
Gen. D. Diez, of the Liberal party In 
Panama, arrived hero to-day on the 
steamer Alllancia from Colon.

MEXICAN DEATH LIST GROWS. 


Mexico City. June 3.—There has been 
no public excitement here over the 
Cananea riot. though much concern 
was shown by American residents last 
night lest the trouble might spread 
through the unwise action of the people 
of Cananea. 

There was some censure expressed ns 
to Consul Galbraith for what appeared 
to be bis one-sided attitude and call for 
aid from his Government. That more 
Mexicans were killed and wounded 
than Americans Is thought to show* 
that the latter were possibly the ag¬ 
gressors. 

The statement of Col. Greene that 
the riot had Its cause In a Socialistic 
organization among Mexican laborers 
Is ridiculed, us Mexican laborers have 
nowhere any Socialistic organizations. 
There was a general sentiment of relief 
that the matter was in the hands of 
two friendly Governments, and Am¬ 
bassador Thompson's prudent and con¬ 
ciliatory conduct was praised.

Americans May Have Fired First. 


A statement made by Gen. Luis E, 
Torres, commander of the military zone 
In Sonora. Indicates that the Americans 
opened fire on the strikers In the lum¬ 
ber yard at th© mines which provoked 
the stoning that resulted In the death 
of the brothers MetcaJf. Then, as re¬ 
ported, Americans in automobiles and 
on horseback passed through the 
streets of the town shooting into pri¬ 
vate residences and killing fifteen Mex¬ 
icans and wounding several people. In¬ 
cluding a child who was leaving school. 
The Mexicans Immediately got their 
pistols to be In readiness for further 
trouble. 

Tho morning papers content them¬ 
selves with printing the news quite 
Impartially. 

SIX AMERICANS KILLED. 


Whereas Thirty-five Mexicans Were 
Victims In Affray. 

Blsbee, Arlz., June 3.—The situation 
at Cananea Is again normal. The 
American volunteers who went across 
the line at Naco with Gov. Ysabel, of 
Sonora, on Saturday morning returned 
to Blsbec at 5 o'clock this morning. 
Their services were no longer needed, 
although their presence there during 
Saturday before .the arrival of Col. 
Kosterlisky with Mexican rurales held 
the oltuation in check. 

The town is now under martial Igw 
and Col. Kosterlisky Is disarming 
Americans and Mexicans alike. A tele¬ 
phone message to the Review to-day 
says not a single shot has been fired 
since Saturday afternoon at 6 o'clock. 
Col. Kosterlisky. Gov. Ysabel and Gov¬ 
ernor General of Sonora, assisted by 
Gen. Torres, are All on the ground 
and Cbl. Greene makes the statement 
that the trouble Is over. 

A conservative estimate of the num¬ 
ber killed in the two days' fighting Is 
thirty-five Mexicans and six Ameri¬ 
cans.

GIRL REJECTS HIS OFFER. 

Pawnee, *111., June 3.—[Special.]—Fol¬ 
lowing a quarrel with hlB sweetheart. 
Miss Grace Handers, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Handers, prominent and 
filghly respected residents near this 
place, Roy Woods, a well-known young 
man. killed himself this afternoon 
while he and Miss Sanders were re¬ 
turning home from the Christian 
church, six miles east of Pawnee. He 
shot himself three times, two balls 
passing through the heart. 

Woods and Miss Sanders had been 
attending church, and It was while 
they were passing along the country 
road and near the young lady's homo 
that a quarrel between the two took 
place. Miss Sanders la rather reticent 
regarding the affair and Is also very 
excited and Is In a state bordering on 
nervous collapse os a result of the 
tragedy. From all accounts, the shoot¬ 
ing followed Miss Sanders* refusal to 
marry young Woods. 

Just before firing the shots Into his 
heart which ended his life. Woods told 
Miss HAnders that he was going to 
shoot himself. With these words he 
threw* the 'lines In the bottom of the 
buggy and Jumped from the vehicle, 
at the same time drawing a thirty-two 
calibre revolver from his pocket. When 
tho young woman realised what was 
about to take place she also left the 
buggy and made a futile attempt to 
reach Woods' side before he fired the 
shots. Before Mias Sanders reached 
him ho had turned the weapon upon 
himself and had fired three times. Two 
of the shots took effect In his heart. 

People passing along the road re¬ 
turning from church arrived at the 
scene in time to see the young man 
breathe his last. The body was re¬ 
moved to th© residence of William 
Sharp nearby where It is now held 
pending the coroner's inquest. Mrs. 
Sharp Is a cousin of the deceased. 
WfH>ds was well known here and came 
to Pawnee some time ago from near 
Louisville. Ky. Little was known of 
his relatives, but it Is said that his 
parents are well- to-do people.

CONFEDERATES NOT FORGOT. 


Lawrenceburg. Ky„ June 3.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Th© Ben Hardin Helm Gamp 
of Confederate veterans were guests of 
honor of the Ous Dedman Chapter of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy 
at memorial services held at the court¬ 
house here. Captain W. T. Ellis, of 
Ow’ensboro, In an eloquent manner de¬ 
livered the address of the occasion. He 
painted a striking picture of the broken 
and bleeding South at the close of 
war and spoke feelingly of her gal'mnt 
sons and heroes. He said that th# South 
was not defeated, but w*ore herself 
out whipping the Yankees. 

The Confederate and Mexican monu¬ 
ments which adorn the public square 
were wreathed In garlands of select 
flowers nnd the graves of forty sons of 
Anderson county, who gave their lives 
on th© altar of the South, were banked 
In myriads of beautiful flowers. The 
Confederate choir, consisting of Miss 
Elizabeth Routt. Mrs. E. V. Johnson. 
Hardie B. Rlpy. D. L. Mori wea ther, 
William Atchlnson and Frank L. 
Rlpy, led by Mrs. W. II. Morgan, ren¬ 
dered several selections. 


Referring to the testimony of cer 
tain officers that they held stocks of 
coal companies and to the inference 
drawn by the newspapers that favorit¬ 
ism and discrimination on a large scale 
had been practiced for the benefit 
the companies whose atooks were thus 
held, Mr. Cassatt said that while su« r 
ownership by officers In a position t 
exercise favoritism and therefore llabl 
to suspicion was no doubt Inodvlsabl© 
and unfortunate. It was not an offense 
in Itself, If the stocks were properly 
acquired, and was not contrary to the 
bylaws of the company; In fact the 
management had In the earlier years 
of the company encouraged the officers 
to aid In the development of industries 
along Its lines. The wrong, if any had 
been done, was In the alleged favorlt 
Ism. There could be no favoritism in 
rates, as shippers of coni and all other 
freight! were on an absolute equality 
all paid the full tariff rates without 
rebate. Mr. Cassatt made himself per¬ 
sonally responsible for the absolute 

correctness of this statement. 

• • • 

Empty Cars For Few. 

If there was any discrimination it 
could only be in the distribution of 
empty coal cars, and so far as he knew 
no proof had been produced that the 
officers concerned had been guilty of 
such favoritism. The board would, how¬ 
ever, also Inquire carefully Into these 
matters and if there had been any 
wrong doing would take proper action, 
but it would not sacrifice faithful and 
efficient officers to a manufactured and 
mistaken public opinion. The board 
would also, no doubt, consider the gen¬ 
eral question of the propriety of the 
ownership by officers and employes of 
stocks of coal and other companies us¬ 
ing the Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany lines and make regulations In re¬ 
lation thereto. There had always been 
a shortage of coal cars during periods 
of every year and In recent years this 
condition had been aggravated by the 
great Increase In the production of coal, 
notwithstanding the very large In¬ 
creases the company had made to Its 
equipment,

Car Shortage Probable. 


This had given rise to many com¬ 
plaints. and, as a natural consequence, 
to charges of discrimination. If the 
output of coni should continue to In¬ 
crease In the same ratio as in the pest 
few years It might not be possible to 
provide sufficient equipment to avoid a 
shortage In the car supply at times. In 
view of this and of the suspicion which 
such ownership would create, officers 
having to do with the distribution of 
empty cars ought not to own coal 
stocks, but to prohibit all officers and 
employe* from holding stock of com¬ 
panies having business with the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad Company w'ould 
practically bar them from Investing in 
the stocks of the companies located In 
the Stute of Pennsylvania and in a 
half dozen other State*. 

The subject was troublesome and 
complicated. It would do no good but 
harm to adopt unworkable and unen¬ 
forceable regulations. The question 
must be handled in a reasonable and 
practical way, and Mr. Cassatt had no 
doubt the board would succeed In solv¬ 
ing it satisfactorily and In formulating 
proper rules of conduct In this respect 
for the officers.

act. It gave notice that no more re¬ 
bates would be paid and that All ship¬ 
pers. great arid sum 11, would be placed 
upon u bnsis of perfect equality.

But th© 
pres* generally, In Its present hostility 
to the railroads, was only falling In line 
with an anti-corporation public senti¬ 
ment which had been created by somo 
of the lenders of the two great political 
parties who were trying to outbid each 
other for popular support by attacking 
large vested Interests Indiscriminately. 

If this cour*«> were pursued much long¬ 
er It could only result In undermining 
confidence. In the suspension of Im¬ 
provements nnd In general business de¬ 
pression from which the whole country 
would suffer.

TO HOLD REUNION IN HOTEL IN 
CHICAGO. 


ALL BORN IN EMERALD ISLE. 


St. Louis, Mo.. June 3.—[Special.]— 
Nine brothers, who have been separated 
for eighteen years and w*ho have all 
prospered In various clime*, will greet 
one another In Chicago within a few’ 
days, tho reunion hnvlng been planned 
for that city because of Its central lo¬ 
cation. The reunion really be^an to¬ 
day, when the Rev. Dr. B. F. Horan, 
a well-known Catholic priest, of Little 
Rock. Ark., and his brother. John Ho¬ 
ran. a wealthy meat packer of West 
Australia, met each other In the parlors 
of the Planters’ Hotel, after nearly 
twenty years’ separation. Joseph Ho¬ 
ran. a medical student in St. Louis 
University. Joined the two older men. 
The three will leav© together for Chi¬ 
cago, where, by the end of the week, 
all nine will have arrived. 

William Henry Horan, another broth¬ 
er from Australia, Is expected In Chi¬ 
cago to-morrow. Michael and Paul, 
two brothers who remained In Ireland 
.a'hd are now wealthy manufacturers a & 
well ns purveyors to his majesty’s 
army, are now In New York, visiting 
Kleran Horan, a well-known architect, 
who will accompany them to St. Louis. 
Daniel Horan, of New Zealand. Is ex- 
p«*cted to arrive any day. 

In company with him will be Thomas 
Horan, who own* a gold mine at ML 
Malcom, In the central section of Aus¬ 
tralia. 

The Horan family ©rlglnally consisted 
of ten boys and two girls. The girls 
are living In Ireland and cannot attend 
the reunion. One brother Is dead. The 
boy* are all remarkable sj>eclmens of 
physical manhood, each weighing more 
than 200 pounds, and each standing 
over six feet tall.

At Central police station late last 
night It was said that during all of the 
time from Soturday midnight only ono 
report of a saloon being open was 
made, and every officer declared In the 
most positive terms that he had pa¬ 
trolled his district with a fine-toothed 
comb In search of violators. The saloon 
that the police say was open Is that 
of Hen on Simon, at Brook and Jeffer¬ 
son streets. It Is said to have been 
open at 2:05 o’clock Sunday morning. 
The evidence against Simon will bo 
submitted to-day to Robert J. Hagan, 
Prosecuttng Attorney of the Police 
Court.

Citizens Notify Police. 

Members of the police force, how¬ 
ever, were not the only ones scouting 
around In search of cracks In the lid, 
and several citizens took It upon 
themselves to report alleged violations. 
One woman railed over the telephone 
to Alex Busier, station keeper at Cen¬ 
tral Police Station, and said that a 
saloon next door to her home was open. 
A policeman was detailed to go post¬ 
haste to the place and when he ar¬ 
rived he found that the proprietor had 
entered the place to write a letter. The 
patrolman did not consider this a vio¬ 
lation as the door* were all locked and 
the proprietor asserted he was using 
nothing but Ink. 

A man called up headquarters and 
announced that a "Market-street W’et 
goods emporium" was doing an ex¬ 
tensive back-door business and he ex¬ 
plained Just how the police might make 
an effective raid. * patrolman agAin 
was detailed to turn sleuth, but when 
he reached the place Indicated he 
found everything as tight as a sub¬ 
marine boat. If there had been "any¬ 
thing doing” previously, the "tip” was 
passed In sufficient time for the pro¬ 
prietor to close the doors.

Hotels Have System. 

It was to the hotels that the thirst¬ 
laden wended their way yesterday. At 
several of the larger hotels drinks 
were served all day long In the dining 
rooms and cafes. It was a definite 
method of procedure that obtained and 
an explanation of the programme at 
one hotel serves well to Illustrate the 
plan followed at the others whera 
drinks were dispensed. 

The start for a drink generally was 
made from a street corner where two 
or more friends met. One was "next” 
to the combination and the others were 
eager to "get wise.” The "man who 
knew” pointed significantly and start¬ 
ed down th© street, the others following 
until the hotel was reached. Into the 
dining-room or cafe the party strolled, 
found seats at a table, and walled. 

As a rule, the head waiter presented 
the bill of fare, and the patrons looked 
usknnee at the formidable list. There 
Is a constitutional opposition on the 
part of the general run of that class 
of men who think they needs must 
have so many drinks seven days In the 
week to paying more than the regula¬ 
tion counter price, and hence questions 
came;

Method of Procedure. 


"What do we have to do to get a 
drink r* one of the uninitiated Hiked. 

"You must buy a sandwich or some¬ 
thing else to eat. or wc cannot serve 
you with a drink.” the head waller 
replied. 

After carefully scanning the bill of 
fare. It was found that a ham sand¬ 
wich, at fifteen cent* per. was the 
cheapest thing in sight, so one of these, 
**s*pllt three ways," w'o* ordered. Next 
came orders for three bottles of beer, 
one for each of the party, und the game 
was on. 

"Now. uhat's the process on the sec¬ 
ond drink? do we have to order more 

sandwiches?" the waiter was naked.

“Three more bolt lea of the same,” 
was the reply, and from that time on 
the ordinary, everyday bar prices pre¬ 
vailed. 

Thla scheme of slipping beneath the 
lid was not universal, however, for at 
several of the cheaper hotels all that 
was necessary was for the thlrst-stj-U k- 
en person do go through the office to 
the dining-room and there display fif¬ 
teen cents, and a negro porter would 
appear from a side room with a bottle 
of beer. Sounds resembling the clink¬ 
ing of from ten to twenty-five cents 
would serve equally well In causing the 
negro to appear with whisky or other 
forbidden things.

General Puoxic Not Aware. 


Not everybody, however, was aware 
that liquor was so easy to obtain, and 
although these places enjoyed a large 
patronage, had the management been 
able to herald abroad the advantages 
they had to offer, standing room prob¬ 
ably would have been at a premium. 
Proprietors of several of these places 
said they had not been molested by 
the police, notwithstanding that they 
were not requiring customers to buy 
a “meal’’ with the opening round of 
drinks. 

Several of the larger hotels, however, 
made no attempt to evade the Sunday¬ 
closing order, either openly or by serv¬ 
ing alleged “meals.” but kept their 
bars closed all day, and referred guests 
who asked for drinks to other hos- 
telrles. 


there was a big falling off In the usual 
Sunday attendance. At Fontaine Ferry 
Park there was a fair-sized crowd dur¬ 
ing the afternoon and the demand for 
soft drinks, the only kind that were 
sold, almost overwhelmed the attend¬ 
ants. Lemonade was the prevailing 
cooler, while pop. ginger ale and the 
other light drinks followed along In the 
ruck. 

All of the amusement devices were In 
full operation at Fontaine Ferry. In¬ 
cluding the theater and roller skating 
rink. Both ware well patronised, per¬ 
son* donning the skates and rolling 
around and aniund, apparently mind¬ 
less of the perspiration that followed 
the exertion needed.

Whereas, The Governor of our State 
und the Mayor of our rlty have earnestly 
token bold of the matter of Impartially 
enforcing our wholesome Sunday laws; 
therefore, be IX 

Resolved. by the Walnut-street Baptist 
church, now worhlpptng at Third and St. 
Catherine streets. Ttuvt we heartily com¬ 
mend this action on the part of these 
nfficlals. and coll upon all our fellow-elt- 
Ixens heartily to support them In this 
good work In the Interest of good citi¬ 
zenship and public morality; therefore, 
be It further 

Resolved. That our law’s, especially 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicants, arc 
sound and wholesome, and wo believe 
them to be In strict accord with the Con¬ 
stitution of the State of Kentucky. The 
same authority which closes saloons cm 
election day ran close them on any day. 
That, because a law applies only to those 
who sell liquor, does not make It "class 
legislation” any more than laws about 
Juries are so, or laws about railroads or 
other corporations are “class legisl«ti>n.” 
The laws about Juries apply only to 
Juries, to be sure, but they apply to all 
Juries In tho State, and so are not “class 
legislatlrm.” Slmlllar laws about selling 
liquor apply to all who sell liquor In the 
State. Therefore, be It further 

Resolved. That we send copies of these 
resolution* to our Oovcmor and to our 
Mayor, bidding them Godspeed In lids 
good work, and that copies he furnished 
to our chy papers.

RIVERVIEW PARK 

AGAIN WIDE OPEN. 


All Kinds of Liuorsq Served 
Thousands of People Who 
Flocked There. 


To 


With tho remembrance of the Sunday 
preceding ahd the announcement made 
Saturday by the proprietor that River¬ 
side Park would he open on Sunday 
for business as usual, thousands of that 
class of people which demands drinks 
every day In the week flocked to the 
park as the only place at which they 
could be served. 

At 11 o’clock the outpouring began, 
and It never ceased for a minute until 
30 o'clock last night, when the vun- 
guard of the crowd that had packed the 
nine-acre tract almost to suffocation all 
day began to return to the city. As 
late as 9 o’clock Inst night crowds of 
from ten to fifty people w*alted at every 
street crossing from Fourth avenue to 
Twenty-eighth street trying to get 
transportation to the resort. 

Every car that went to the place was 
crowded to the guards arid several hun 
drttl persona drove to the spot during 
the day and evening The demand 
made upon the restaurant taxed the 
capacity and 1,000 persons were fed. 
Waiters to the number of 116, u’hose 
sole duty was to sell drtnks throughout 
the crowd, were worked to the point 
where they could hardly drag them¬ 
selves along, and the demand for beer 
wns so great that it was said that at 
one time in the afternoon *the supply 
ran out. It was quickly replenished, 
how*ever. and from that time until 
midnight there was plenty for all. 

The crowd In the park wm* so thick, 
however, that the waiters could not 
serve all who called for drink** and It 
was not uncommon to see a party of 
two or three persons at tables with a 
dozen bottles of beer unopened before 
them They had found it so difficult to 
git a waiter that when at last they 
succeeded they ordered enough to last 
them for several rounds. At the open 
bar men shoved mid pushed each oth**r 
In their eagerness to b“ serve*!, and 
when once they got within reaching 
distance of a bartender they would r<* 
appear a moment later In the open with 
a glass of beer In each hand. 

With all the liquor that was dls 
penned, however .there was no dlsor 
d f *r and there was not a policeman on 
the ground during the day. except the 
•ountv patrolmen, who came to gather 
evidence to he used by Robert W 
Bingham In bringing additional prose¬ 
cutions against the proprietor. Half of 
the crowd, estimated by the officials of 
the Louisville Railway Company at 18.- 
000 , was composed of women and chil¬ 
dren. 

Every available table was occupied 
to its capacity and chairs were at a 
premium At that only a small portion 
of the throng was seated and the gnat 
majority took their drinks standing 
The roller skating rink. Just outside the 
park, was so densely packed that once 
In motion the skaters Kept themselves 
going seemingly by their momentum 
Everybody wna good natured nnd no 
trouble of any was reported. Even Mr. 
Blmons, faring ns he does, tho possibil¬ 
ity of having his Iteenee revoked for 
keeping open his place the Sunday pre¬ 
ceding. was serene nnd even happy. “I 
still believe,” he said, “that my position 
Is secure, but If It Is decided that 1 have 
no right to sell liquor on Sunday 1 shall 
comply with the decision. I have ob¬ 
served Saturday as my Sabbath In a 
ctriot manner and 1 believe that the 
law’ and higher courts will sustain me.” 

Mr. Simons had only one complaint 
to make last night and that was In the 
mutter of the service rendered by the 
Louisville Railway Company From j 
Tw*enty-elghth street at Greenwood 
avenue to Rlverview Park there is a I 
double track only part of the way and 
a* It ts necessary to change cars at that 
Corner after going down on the Walnut 
street line, the passenger* are subjected 
to great inconvenience and delay. Al¬ 
though the company used ns many cars 
on the short line as the double tracks 
would accommodate, the crowds could 
not be transported with expedition. Mr. 
Simons expressed himself In no uncer¬ 
tain terms last night because the com¬ 
pany has not Improved Its service to his 
park. 

There is a pump at Twenty-eighth 
street and Greenwood avenue and the 
great crowds that waited at that corner 
to change street cars drank it dry thre- 
times yesterday afternoon. The handle 
was kept going Incessantly and each 
time the well went dry It was ueceaeiry 
to wnlt half an hour until the supply 
replenished Itself. Persons living in 
the neighborhood said thut It Is consid¬ 
ered nn extraordinary strong well. 

At Fontaine Ferry Park snd the 
other resorts In and about the city 
where Intoxicants ordinarily a re sold, 
the “nothing doing” sign was hung out 
mguln yesterday and as a consequence

WONDERFUL FLORAL BEAUTY. 


Washington. June 2.—[Special.]—On 
tho birthday anniversary of Jefferson 
Davis and at the old home of Robert 
K. Lee. the Arlington National ceme¬ 
tery, 10,000 persons, composed of Con¬ 
federate veterans, their wives, aom. 
daughters and friends assembled this 
afternoon to decorate the graves of 235 
Confederate veterans buried on the his¬ 
toric spot laid aside ter them by the 
late President McKinley. 

Within a few hundred yards rested 
the remains of Gen. Joe Wheeler and 
some 3,000 unknown Union dead, upon 
whose graves were also placed loving 
floral tributes. Representative John 
Sharp Williams, of Mississippi, and the 
former Secretary of the Navy. Hilary 
A. Herbert, of Alabama, both made 
speeches to the veterans and the Thir¬ 
teenth United States cavalry band, by 
order of Secretary Taft, was present 
and rendered a number of appropriate 
selections.

He hoped that the monument would be 
rugged, plain and simple, us the lives 
of the men In whose memory It was to 
be erected, and that the Inscription to 
be placed upon It should be drawn With 
charity to all and malice toward none. 
“It should be” said Mr. Williams, some¬ 
thing tike this: 

“Sacred to the memory of our d*ud 
Southern boys. They gave to the land 
they lived In and the land they loved, 
a* a perpetual and saving testimonial 
of their devotion to the cause of the 
civilization of their race, all that God 
gave them—thetr lives.” 

Mr. Williams said there could be no 
more striking illustration of the abiding 
fact of a reunited people than that the 
Federal Valhalla at Arlington had been 
established at Lee’s old home, where 
both Union and Confederate soldiers 
were resting.

that The present County Judge, wlfo 
becomes the presiding head of the Juv¬ 
enile Court, has been for many years 
a worker among the poor children, und 
the fresh task he Is to undertake Is 
one of peculiar congeniality. With his 
Interests and experience guiding a 
board of visitors so well qualified as 
that he has Just named, there ought 
to be nothing to war the course nor 
hinder the helpful progress of the In¬ 
stitution. 


Now For the Children’s Court. 

By appointing a board of visitors, 
ss provided for by thi* law' passed by the 
Legislature a t Its recent session. Judge 
Wilson h-.ts taken one of the most Im¬ 
portant steps toward the realisation 
of the Juvenile Court, which has been 
for so long the cherished dream of 
Louisville philanthropists. The other 
machinery for the proper maintenance 
and conduct of the court Is also being 
prepared, and on June 12, when the 
law goes into effect, all the prelim¬ 
inaries having been adjusted, the new 
tribunal will bf In shupe to proceed 
upon Its grout task of saving chil¬ 
dren. 

The Juvenile Court is to be a court 
of sympathy and tenderness. There 
will be no enforcement of penal laws 
according to hair-splitting technical 
Interpretations. There will be no bru¬ 
tality to crush the spirits and harden 
the hearts of youthful prisoners and 
no contact with habitual criminals to 
develop their mischievous tendencies. 
There will be no romantic glamor cast 
Upon crime, and there will be no op¬ 
portunity for the youngsters to flaunt 
a dime-novel brand of bravado In the 
eyes of the public. At any rate, the 
spirit of the law Is essentially to deal 
thus with erring children, and the 
contrast between this and the old way 
Is wide. 

The Juvenile Court Is to be a new 
Institution In Louisville, but the Ides 
upon wtiich It la founded Is by no 
means new. Long ago the tribunal 
passed the experimental stage In this 
country. Magaxlnes have been filled 
with Impressive account* of the suc¬ 
cess which has attended the operation 
of the court elsewhere and of the 
beneficent Influence It has had upon 
wayward children. if the results 
shown in other cities mean anything 
they prophesy for Loulsvfllc. nn Im¬ 
provement In moral conditions among 
the young, and, therefore, a reduction 
of the proportion of adult criminals. 

The Judgb who presides over such a 
court necessarily must be of the right 
kind If the court Is to be successful. 
He must be a man of broad sympathies 
and a ready understanding of human 
oature. Above all things he must be 


The Price of Supplies. 

It was proper for the Senate to say 
how it thought supplies for the Panama 
canal ought to be purchased. Congress 
had been Importuned to make a ruling 
on the subject, and It was Its duty to 
comply. But It is worth while to take 
notice that there was no reason what¬ 
ever, except a party reason, why Con¬ 
gress should have been asked about It 
at all. 

Tho Panama canal zone lies outside 
of the tariff wall of the United States. 
Supplies can be Introduced there with¬ 
out paying any tax. and nobody’s per¬ 
mission need be asked. The people who 
buy supplies ought to be actuated by 
the s&m© motives that control those who 
buy things for themselves. What these 
motives nre nobody needs to be told. 
If they are left free they buy In any 
market where the duality of goods and 
prices ure most to their tastes. Where 
goods are absolutely dr virtually of the 
same qunlltyNbey buy In the cheapest 
market. That Is business. As a matter 
of sentiment they would prefer to buy 
In the markets of their own country. 
But the moment that there is "one poor 
scruple” in favor of the foreign mar¬ 
ket they will buy in.that. That Is the 
way that people, protectionists equally 
with free traders, ipake their own pur¬ 
chases. Many still remember how a 
great protectionist returned from 
abroad with forty-nine trunks full of 
cheap foreign goods, Imported at a time 
when the laws permitted It. Those who 
expend the money of other people, ex- 
toiled from them by force applied by 
the taxgatherer, are under obligations 
to be much more particular than those 
who pay out their own money. One 
has unlimited authority to give his 
own money away, but as a rule he 
never does It In making purchases. He 
has no authority at all to give away 
the money-of others, but It is but sel¬ 
dom that he lets pass any opportunity 
to do so. The fellow w T ho thinks that 
prosperity Is created by having his 
money given away to cormorants has 
a good deal to learn, and there are 
thousands who are willing to give him 
the tuition he needs. 

It was, therefore, perfectly compe¬ 
tent for the men charged with the pub¬ 
lic duty of buying supplies for the 
canul to buy them as private persons 
buy their supplies In the best market, 
that is to say. In the cheapest market 
when quality of goods, freight charges, 
insurance and time of delivery were 
the same, or so nearly the same as not 
to make any special difference. They 
required no Instructions to do what any 
capable business man would do In 
managing his own affairs. But they 
happened to belong to a party that ut¬ 
terly condemns cheapness except when 
an individual is buying for himself. 
When they ure engaged In imposing 
burdens on other people, and especially 
on taxpayers, they hold that cheapness 
is a misdemeanor, that It is to the last 
degree unpatriotic. The man who lies 
down and allows a domestic trust 
which has contributed largely to a Re¬ 
publican campaign fund to go through 
his pockets and take away all hla loose 
change is a patriot and a decent man; 
he who makes any question about It Is 
a bad citizen and ought to be frowned 
down. Accordingly, belonging to a par¬ 
ty which teaches that decency means 
buying in the dearest market when 
paying, out the money of others, those 
charged with constructing the canal 
felt gn-ut hesitation In expending pub¬ 
lic money In the cheapest market. 
Hence they sent out agonizing ^rles to 
be compelled by Congress to spend as 
much of the people’s money as possi¬ 
ble. The Senate comes up with a di¬ 
rection to buy supplies for tho canal 
from Americans. 

A direction to give the contracts to 
American dealers, quality and price be¬ 
ing the same, would have commanded 
practically universal assent. Nobody 
would have objected to such a policy, 
except possibly those who might get a 
commission on other goods, and they 
are so few that they may bo neglected. 
That sort of policy, however, was re¬ 
jected by a vote of 39 to 17. That was 
In effect to say that the men who ex¬ 
tort money from American* because 
the tariff allows them to do so, should 
also be allowed to extort It from the 
United States—that is. from the tax¬ 
payer* of the country. In places where 
the tariff does not operate. It 1* not. 
therefore, the tariff, but the extortion 
which the Senate approves. 

However, there were many who knew 
that American producers sell to 
foreigners at price* much lower than 
tho*o extorted from that easy man, the 
American consumer. They were quite 
willing for the American producer to 
get the trade, but they thought he 
ought to treat bis own Government as 
well as he treats the foreigner go an 
amendment was offered to the effect 
that the American producer should be 
puld for supplies to Panama no more 
than he voluntarily accept* from for¬ 
eigners when he exports his goods 
Thirty-four Senators against eighteen 
thought this would be eminently unpa¬ 
triotic. The Government being under 
tho control of high-priced men. must I 
lx* made to pay, even for n neutral mar¬ 
ket. where our tariff does not extend. 
Prteea much higher than an American 
trust Is eager to accept from foreigners. 
The tux payer Is helpless; he must give 
up to the taxgatherer whatever the lat¬ 
ter may demand. Why not then extort 
from him every cent that he can be 
made to pay In order to give away his 


money to trusts that have deserved well 
of the Republican party by contributing 
money to bribe voters? 

It l* not at all a question whether 
supplies for the canal shall be bought 
from Amorlcans or foreigners. They 
will be bought from American* la any 
event. It I* simply a question whether 
the United States shall buy its supplies 
at a reasonable price, or whether 
American trusts which stand In with the 
manager* shall be Invited and author¬ 
ized to charge the Government a great 
deal more than the articles are worth. 
The Senate says to the trusts to charge 
exorbitant prices, and let the taxpayer 
settle the bill. And the trusts will ac¬ 
cept this Instruction and will charge 
not merely the $30,000,000 mentioned by 
Senator Bacon, but probably a great 
deal more. 


Suicide of Congressman Adams. 

The suicide of Robert Adams, Repre¬ 
sentative In Congress from the First 
district of Pennsylvania, presents some 
unusual features in the category of 
such tragedies. Self-destruction, which 
vital statistics of this country show 
I* on the Increase, has generally some 
self-evident motive to which the act 
can be directly ascribed. IU-he&lth, 
despair, poverty or the fear of It, In¬ 
sanity, disappointment In life, and 
other motive* of like character, are re¬ 
sponsible for moat of the suicides 
which occur, but In the case In point 
It Is difficult to account for the volun¬ 
tary ending of & life w f hich was np- 
perantly so free from the condi¬ 
tions which prompt self-destruction. 
The aphorism, of which Mr. Jefferson 
was the author, that as to those hold¬ 
ing public office, few die and none re¬ 
signs, Is equally applicable to the ex¬ 
emption of death, among this class, by 
suicide. With a salary sufficient to 
meet all reasonable wants and with an 
honorable position among men. there Is 
no class among which there Is greater 
Incentive to higher aims or less of mo¬ 
tive for suicide than that to which Mr. 
Adams belonged. v 

As far as could be judged from his 
history, his temperament and the char¬ 
acteristics which he^yjuntrated In his 
dally life, his act of self-destruction 
presents a psychological mystery very 
difficult to fathom. He was a bachelor 
without the care of a family to prey 
upon his tnlnd In morbid moments, a 
man of steady habits, with no social 
complications to harass him. He was 
serving his seventh successive term In 
Congress, with apparently a safe ten¬ 
ure upon his seat as long ns wished 
1L His position In Congress was more 
than creditable. He had early become 
a member of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, upon which he held a leading 
position, and had show*n capacity of a 
high order, having hud charge In con¬ 
ference of the Cuban resolutions and 
drafted and passed through the House 
the declaration of war with Spain. 

Tho only key to his motive for self- 
destruction Is found In his letter to 
Speaker Cannon, written on the eve of 
his sulcidul act. In which he suid that 
"the fact that my persona] obligations 
exceed my resources Is my only excuso 
for abandoning the responsible position 
I occupy In the House.” This would 
Imply that In a marked sensitiveness 
at having Incurred debts which he 
could not pay he had rashly concluded 
to end his life. One report states that 
he had lost heavily at bridge whist, 
while another ascribes his losses to 
speculation In stocks. Neither suffi¬ 
ciently accounts for hla self-destruc¬ 
tion. except upon the Idea that his 
mind had become unbalanced through 
a morbid sensitiveness from the effects 
of which the counsel of a discreet 
friend might him rescued him. Had his 
career been one marked by habitual 
dissipation or other form of exees^ his 
act would not have caused such meas¬ 
ure of surprise. But no Indication of 
this kind has developed, nnd in conse¬ 
quence, as the law* presumes that no 
sane man will take his own life, the 
public verdict will ascribe his act to 
a form of Insanity from which coarser 
natures are exempt and which finds its 
victims among those of higher mental 
and moral organization. 


The Conference Committee had sub¬ 
stantially the making of the Rate BUI. 
The guess that it would report vir¬ 
tually the same bill passed by the 
Senate proves to havo been correct. 
The Senate receded from but six 
amendments, two of which merely 
changed the number of sections. Twen¬ 
ty-eight of Its amendments were ac¬ 
cepted verbatim, and seventeen were 
changed In phraseology. Some of these 
changes are Important, but they all 
carry out tho general Ideas of Sena¬ 
tor*. The provision for a court review 
expresses without change what the 
Senate desired, and this was the chief 
difficulty. So far as the original Idea of 
the bill Is concerned Senator Aldrich 
had things his own way. The Idea of 
making the commission supreme Is 
abandoned. 


It was a grewsome close to the cele¬ 
bration of the royal wedding at Ma¬ 
drid that It should have terminated 
with the brutal accompaniments of a 
bull tight.

By parity of reason the world may 
augur unfavorably for the future of 
Spain or the fitness of Alfonso to lift 
hi* kingdom In the scale of nations 
from his failure to eliminate this from 
his marriage fetes and to spare hi* 
bride of a more civilized and humArie 
race the spectacle of such barbaric 
sport.

Both he and Lincoln, be said, 
were Kentuckians and suggested that It 
might be due to the accident of their re¬ 
moval from the State, one to th© South, 
the other to the North, that inch held 
th© place he d<xw In history Mr. Davis, he 
sold, whs a tiatrloL a statesman, a high, 
knightly Christian gentleman. There may 
have been greater soldiers, he raid, nnd 
perhaps greater statesmen, but If the four 
Attributes to greatness possessed by him 
were averaged his equal could not hav«* 
been found If© never failed anybody, th© 
speaker said, and although true a* steel 
and Arm us granite, he preferred to exer¬ 
cise mercy rather than Justice when both 
were possible. 

Mis© Shafer preceded Gen. Duke, sing¬ 
ing "And God Shall Wipe Away All 
Tear*," by Sullivan. Gen. Duke, who 
was In command of th© brigade In which 
Od. WHsslnger served at th© close of l he 
war, replied to th© "charges" made l>> 
tilt fortnar. At the close of the war. he 
snJd. private* were so scarce, especially 
good and dependable ones like Col. Wclo- 
slnger, that he could not afford to take 
chances of depleting the rank* by ap¬ 
pointing all th© private* to office.

Gen. Duke Speaks. 

Gen. Duke confined hi* remarks almost 
entirely to the milltury record of Mr. 
Davis, speaking often from personal 
knowledge and always front the fullest 
Information. He took up three of tin?

•Inc© tint© had passed. Mr. Davis could 
be shown to b© In th© right, and pre¬ 
dicted that as the years pass such differ-

Gen Duke spoke of the difficulty in

Ice In th© frontier posts In th© Indian 
wars, where his conduct and skill was 
remembered as most excellent and his 
courage nnd valor unsurpassed. 

His service ns colonel of the Mississippi 
regiment that fought In the Mexican 
war. participating prominently In the cap¬ 
ture of Monterey and the defeat of Santa 
Anna at Bik-nn Vista, w.-ts dwelt upon nt 
length nnd the qualities of the skilled 
tactician and soldier showed most strik¬ 
ingly. Gen. Duke read a small portion 
of the report of Mr Davis of the bit tie 
of Buena Vista. His election to Con¬ 
gress nnd appointment ;is Secretary of 
War were* touched upon. Mr. Davis, the 
speaker said. w»i the first to recommend 
the construction of a tnxns-contInem.il 
railroad, arguing for It us a military 
measure Ills reports as Secretary of 
War arc remembered ns the best that 
have ever been made by any occupant of I 
that station.

COTTON CONDITIONS. 


SHOWING OF CROP IN CENRAL 
SOUTHERN STATES. 


Summary of Reports For the Week 
Tell of General Improvement— 
Benefit From Rain. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 3.—A summary 
of cotton crop conditions for the past 
week In Central Southern States as 
complied by the Commercial Appeal 
follow's: 

Report* for the week under review 
tell of very general Improvement. Gen¬ 
eral rain* have benefited those sections 
which complained of drouth, have fa¬ 
vored the advancement of the old nnd 
the coming up of the replanted cotton, 
but except In a few section* these 
rains have not been heavy or prolong¬ 
ed and have not Interfered with culti¬ 
vation. There are some report* which 
rrm.v quite properly be classed as bril¬ 
liant, though the*© usually fine one* are 
in part offset by a few localities which 
are behind the general average of ad¬ 
vancement. 

Portions of Northwestern and Central 
Mississippi complain of exceaslve rains, 
and hull at a few places In this area 
Is reported. Other sections of the State 
are very promising Some complaint of 
rain com© from the lowlands of Ar¬ 
kansas, and b few places In the State 
have had hardly enough ruin, but the 
Arkansas report*, as a whole, show 
marked Improvement over those of last 
week. West Tennessee has been much 
Improvel by rains. Those sections of 
Southern Alabama which were dam¬ 
aged by the frosts reports a more hope¬ 
ful outlook. In some places the stands 
are yet poor, but alii cotton Is making 
good growth. 

Of the area reported upon. It Is usual 
for correspondents to report that the 
plant is making progress and while 
some unfavorable Inflence* are detailed, 
they state that th© plant Is healthy.

Consciousness of a social service ns a 
mental attribute, especially on the part 
of those who make their living by writ¬ 
ing, waa emphasized by the Rev. Dr. 
Horace G. Ogden, pastor of Trinity 
Methodist church. In his sermon last 
night. The sermon, “The Man With 
the Pen.** was the fourth and last of 
a series on “Mail at Work,” which Dr. 
Ogden has preached \he Inst four Sun¬ 
day nights. He emphasized tho same 
principle In all tho sermons, but hist 
night pointed out how a newspaper 
writer, even the humblest reporter. Im¬ 
bued with the sense of that principle, 
might. In his work from day to day, 
further the cause of Christ. He pleaded 
that all those who write do so with the 
Idea of uplifting those who read, sug¬ 
gesting how th© truth might be pre¬ 
sented so as to leave men looking up 
when they had finished the story. 

Dr. Ogden had s©nt persona! Invita¬ 
tions to nearly all the newspaper men 
In Louisville and many of them were 
present at the service last night. He la 
personally known to many of them and 
“put St up to them” in straightforward 
language. He deplored the fact that 
things secular had come to bo consid¬ 
ered separately from things religious, 
and showed how, If a man were con¬ 
scious of social service he could work 
for Christ apd for the advancement 
of Christianity In any field of activity 
as much as If he preached from a pul¬ 
pit. 

Mr. Ogden said, in part: 

This fcj tho concluding number of a se¬ 
ries on practical Christianity. For sev¬ 
eral years 1 have had a growing convic¬ 
tion. which has become a passion, that 
not only the world should be evangelized, 
but that Its every Institution, its ©very 
social enterprise, should be dominated by 
the spirit of Jesus Christ The message 
of individual redemption lias been preach¬ 
ed until rnen can hardly say they do not 
know their personal duty to thumselves 
and their God. The soclAl gospel has not 
•o clearly been enunciated. In general, 
men have used the Idea of the golden 
rule as giving all needed help, hut that 
there should be specific application In a 
social programme has not had emphasis 
from tho pulpit or religious leudcrs its It 
bas had in those Interested only in Itr- 
dustrlal progress. This has been unfor¬ 
tunate, because Immediately upon one's 
declaration of a social programme. Christ¬ 
ian In Its Inception, which proposes tho 
amelioration of the conditions of men. 
especially those who labor and are poor, 
be must meet the charge of being social¬ 
ist or communist nnd even sometimes an¬ 
archist. It Is becoming more und more 
apparent that Christianity can now make 
significant advance only os it rises to 
th© conception of her mission as coex¬ 
tensive with human life and activity. We 
may have thought our religious activities 
were confined to the church and so-called 
sacred Institutions. The common func¬ 
tions of life were divorced from religion, 
and one's duty to Clod was done In the 
performance of ecclesiastical duties. It 
was not realized that no time or plncc 
©r Institution was per se better than 
others. One's duty on Monday Is no less 
s religious duty than one's duty on Bun- 
day. The making of os nearly a s possi¬ 
ble a perfect "turtle." or the drafting of 
a true description of an Incident of Inter¬ 
est sufficiently Important for Its publica¬ 
tion In the press have religious possibili¬ 
ties quite equal to the singing of a hymn 
From this emphasis upon sacred nnd sec¬ 
ular. many of the moat fatal heresies 
ao far as practical religion's Interests 
are concerned have come. It la Impossi¬ 
ble to estimate the mischief wrought 
when workmen or writers feel that their 
work, during tho week at least, ha* no 
religious bearing; that only that connect¬ 
ed In some wny with pious considerations 
Is religious. In th© attempt to honor the 
sacred, the secular has been dishonored, 
with the result that men give up as hope¬ 
less the endeavor to be Christian and re¬ 
ligious unless they are connected with an 
Institution professedly such. 


Fatal Political Heresy.

Is Justified In absenting himself from any 
prayer-meeting or other church sendee 
to attend a primary or any political gath¬ 
ering where he may tie able to lend in¬ 
fluence to tho declaration of honest prin¬ 
ciple* and the selection of worthy candl- 
4a t ©a. 

Over every form of human life then 
th© banner of the Natarln© Is to float. 
Th© man wtth the plane, the man with 
th© purs©, th© man with the plan and th© 
man with th© pen an* all amenable to 
th© laws of th© kingdom. Tlx* Ideal of 
Jcaus Is to penetrate from the inmost 
sanctum-sanctorum of Watterson. 
Knott, Haldemnn and McDonald, to th© 
ever widening circles of editorial staff, 
composition force, circulation and adver¬ 
tising management, rending public and 
th© great citizen ship Influenced by edito¬ 
rial. telepraphlc or local news, special 
trtlcl© or busln©#© aided in th* advertis¬ 
ing column© One readily secs how vast¬ 
ly important It Is Uui: the Christian 
spirit may be master at the ocata of 
power. 

Fundamentally, this all arises from th© 
concept Urn that God is served in serving 
His creature*. Ills name Is more glorious 
as Ills children are happier, wiser and 
better.

I covet ©very large < lub or other 
social organization of men for the glory 
of God In elevating humanity, and every¬ 
one of them can become such, although to¬ 
day the vast majority of them are practic¬ 
ally. not theoretically, godl***. but might 
they not be Jed to become so, for so©lal 
Intercourse Is of God's own ordering ami 
should be made ' onformable to th© princi¬ 
ples of true social service 
This 1* a long Introduction before corn- 
Ing to th© definite sul night, but 

Is Justified because no class of men In the 
world Is so coveted by the Christian 
leader as this vast array of writer* 


"Is the Lid On; If Not, Why Not?" was 
the subject of a sermon delivered by th© 
Rev. G. W. Nutter, pastor of the Park- 
land Christian church, yesterday morn¬ 
ing. He said. In part: 

"We mean not an effort at sensational¬ 
ism, but only to use a newspaper phrase 
which Is applied to th© effort by civil au¬ 
thorities to enforce a divine right. Wo 
need not argue the rightfulness and right¬ 
eousness of such an Interpretation either 
from the standpoint of scriptural authori¬ 
ty or from the law of our statute book. 
If th© lid is on. it Is because we will it 
so. and the *we* embraces th© Governor 
of th© State of Kentucky, th© Mayor of 
the city of Louisville, the Board of Safe¬ 
ty, down to the humblest citizen of tho 
remotest part of our city. 

"Tho question Is: Are we In earnest 
about this matter? Is tbo-Jteart In tho 
movement, and do we mean business? Is 
this an electioneering scheme7 Is this an 
effort to satisfy a four pedantic* who be¬ 
lieve they have sufficient wisdom to solve 
all problems? Is It a pernicious effort to 
satisfy the whims of the ministry and a 
few church people? 

"Tills movement is either right or wrong. 
Th© law ,<p©nks and gives forth no un¬ 
certain sound. The Interpretation of It Is 
plain and sane. Why should we go back 
of It? Why have laws and disregard 
them? The vole© of justice cries aloud 
and will not cease its pleading until the 
proper authorities assert themselves. Wo 
have begun to build and w© must finish. 
Wc have lifted the banner andVvc dare 
not let It trail In the dust. We have put 
our hands to the plow, why should we 
look backward? We raise our solemn pro¬ 
test against the Interpretation of the law 
that Would menace the Interest of law 
and order. 

"l-awr and order demand a closed Sun¬ 
day. Our physical and spiritual needs 
make It Imperative. We should mnk* the 
cry so loud and long us to impel th© de¬ 
cision of the court upon the question. We 
rejoice In the recourse thnt Is still left u*. 
Th© recent action of our own court makes 
th© effort upon last Sunday farcical The 
saloonlats »re In part assured of their vic¬ 
tory. 

"We have faith that every stone will be 
turned, and the Investigation will be thor¬ 
ough, ami that no pains will bo spared 
through Circuit Court and Court of Ap¬ 
peals requisite to the question. The lid 
on. If It Is. must be placed there by a 
steady, firm hand, and watched with vigi¬ 
lance until the day of eternal Accounting. 
We keep guard Into this account and 
would honor Him In tho observance of 
His day. Create a strong, helpful public 
sentiment which means much In the prose¬ 
cution of the laudalde undertaking. W© 
plead for Justice to all. and malice to¬ 
ward hone. We should endeavor to honor 
the law and avoid all ©ffort to render it 
odious."

A man 
stays In hi* stall day and night to apply 
thc salves and other medical applications 
w’hlch the doctors direct to bo used. Ha 
has not been on the track or galloped for 
months.” 

It Is probable that matters will soon be 
arranged so that ”Farmer BUI” Scully will 
be permitted to start the two-year-old Ally 
by Isldor. out of Archeress. by Potomac, 
whose entry was refused at the recent 
Baltimore meeting, on the ground that 
this filly had been bought as a yearling by 
the Breeders’ Protective Association and 
sold without a pedigree, thus being 
officially declared "dead.” 

The case Is a peculiar one. On Septem¬ 
ber 9, 1906; a certain sale company sold. In 
New Yoak. to W. O. Scully, a chestnut 
filly by Isldor—Archere**, by Potomac, for 
1700; the property of H. T. Oxnard. 

On December 13. at Lexington, the 
Faslg-TIpton Company sold a chestnut 
filly by Isldor—Archcress, property of H. 
T. Oxnard, to the Breeders’ Protective 
Association for 160. which was later re¬ 
ported to the Jockey Club as being dead. 

The mistake seems to have occurred In 
cataloguing Mr. Oxnard’s entries for the 
Lexington fall sale In 1906. The filly that 
was sold at Lexington was a chestnut 
filly by Isldor, out of Rose Prim, by Po¬ 
tomac, and the mistake probably was 
made by the compiler In taking the pedi¬ 
gree from the September I) catalogue in¬ 
stead of the June 23 catalogue, in which 
wile the Isldor—Rose Prim flUy was enter¬ 
ed. hut was not sold. 

Steps are being taken here by friends 
of Mr. Scully to straighten out the 
tangle, and It is expected that the Jockey 
Club will soon grant Mr. Scully permis¬ 
sion to start his mare.

and the right of Senator Smoot to re¬ 
tain hi* seat In the Senate. The week's 
business will begin with the taking up 
of the conference report on the rate 
bill and it will hold the favored posi¬ 
tion until disposed of. 

After action on the rate bill, prefer¬ 
ence will be given to appropriation 
bills, the Naval BUI coming first among 
these and the District of Columbia Bill 
following it. Of the appropriation con¬ 
ference reports, that on the Indian Bitl 
will receive first consideration, with 
others following when ready to be pre¬ 
sented.

The conference report on the State¬ 
hood Bill willl be the subject of ani¬ 
mated discussion, but the belief is gen¬ 
eral that the report on the Rate Bill 
will be accepted after comparatively 
little controversy.

ONE OF PARTY IN BOAT WHICH 
RESCUES MAN. 


GASOLINE LAUNCH DRIFTS 
HELPLESSLY OUT TO SEA. 


WAVES WET BRAVE RESCUERS. 


Wilmington, N. C-. June 3.—{Special.] 
—With the small gasoline engine dis¬ 
abled and all means of propulsion gone, 
the skiff of John S. McEachern. a 
young business man of this city, was 
swept out of Wrlghtsville sound 
through Moore’s inlet Into the sea. late 
this afternoon. His cry for help at¬ 
tracted the attention of the occupants 
of a pleasure boat belonging to the 
Larry Moore Hotel. Tho larger boat 
containing among other*. Mr*. Stone¬ 
wall Jackson and granddaughter. Miss 
Julia Christian, put to the rescue of 
Mr. McEachern. With some difficulty, 
and not until the rescuers were 
drenched by the high rolling waves the 
frightened young man was reached 
and carried In safety to the beach. Mrs. 
Jackson and grand daughter remained 
calm while the crew battled for the 
life of the skiffs lone occupant. 


Senator Forakor has already given 
notice of opposition to the adoption of 
the report on the statehood bill and he 
will have the support of several 
Senators who stood with him against 
the union of Arizona and New Mexico 
when the bill wus originally before the 
Senate. They will make strenuous effort 
to have the bill returned to the con¬ 
ferees within Instructions to stand for 
the Senate position confining statehood 
legislation to the creation of the one 
Btate of Oklahoma out of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory. 

The question of Senator Smoot's 
eligibility will be raised by the pre¬ 
sentation of the report of the Commit¬ 
tee on Privileges and Elections but it 
is not probable that the subject will 
be taken up for discussion thl* week, it 
la possible that consideration of the re¬ 
port on statehood may be postponed for 
a week or more. In executive session, 
the Barnes case will follow the Wicker- 
sham cose. 

The programme for tho week In the 
House of Representatives contemplates 
work on the sundry civil Appropriation 
bill. There are several mat tors, how¬ 
ever. which may Interrupt this plan 
and which Injected themselves Into the 
equation late Saturday. These are the 
rate bill conference report, the state¬ 
hood conference report and the Payne 
bill making minor changes in the ad¬ 
ministration of the customs laws. 

• • • 

Regular Order Top-day. 

The regulur order Monday Is the 
passage of bills under the suspension 
of the rules. This means a day of legis¬ 
lation on bills of local character. Should 
the 8 enate take action on the rate con¬ 
ference report Monday, the House will 
follow Tuesday although more than one 
day may be consumed In this connec¬ 
tion. 

The statehood conference report, will 
be taken up in the House Just as soon 
as the Senate accepts It. If the Senate 
rejects the report, the matter may not 
bo brought up In the House. Just what 
the plan In this respect Is in the Senate 
has not been determined, but leaders 
predict that the Statehood bill will not 
be brought Into the House this week.

Washington, June 3.—[Special.]— 
There Is a little Jok*r of a new kind in 
the Sundry Civil Bill Just reported to 
the House by Chairman Tawney, of tho 
Committee on Appropriations, which 
will not tickle Senator Tom Platt when 
it reaches his attention. This Joker 
clips off right at the base the fat 
monopoly which the United States Ex¬ 
press Company, of which Senator 
Platt Is president, for years has en¬ 
joyed through Its contract with the 
Treasury Department for the transpor¬ 
tation of coin and bullion. 

About 3350.000 to $400,000 annually is 
what the United States Express Com¬ 
pany has been getting out of the Gove- 
•rnment for conveying securities, coin 
and bullion l**tween the Treasury and 
sub-TreaHurles of the United States, 
between the assay offices and mints 
and from the sub-Treasuries to banking 
Institutions throughout the country It 
has been Just about that much “vel¬ 
vet" and It has forme*! the chief finan¬ 
cial asset of Platt In National politics 
for these many years. 

The Justice bit of graft which Senator 
Platt hris had Is about to be taken 
away, providing the Senator and tho 
express Influences do not rise strong 
enough to balk the reform which Hou*e 
leaders have set out to accomplish. It 
is proposed now to take away the 
bonanza of the expresH companies and 
In the future to carry coin and bullion

000.0<X) bush* Is as the high record >f 
1904 An official report says the wheat 
of Eastern Russia Is bad In promise 
and that In the western half It Is goad 
to excellent, in the central and north 
sections the outlook Is also satisfac¬ 
tory. There was no comfort In the ship¬ 
ments from Argentine which aggregat¬ 
ed for the week 2,432,000 bushels 
against 1,904.000 bushels the previous 
week and 2.726,000 bushels a year ago. 

The movement from Argentine for 
the first five months of the year was 
60,332,000 bushels against 59.090,000 
bushels laat year. 

The secretary of the Kansas Grain 
Dealers* Association says the south 
part of Kansns will raise as much 
wheat as It did a year ago. hut thTt 
thirty-one counties In the northwest 
are destined to have their yields re¬ 
duced 60 per cent, or more. Secretary 
Coburn of the State Board of Agri¬ 
culture takes a rather dark view. It 
Is understood, hut there are estimates 
of Kansas yield from 65.000,000 bushels

ONE HUNDRED DEATHS 
IN LOUISVILLE LAST WEEK. 


Consumption Cause of Thirteen, 
Heart Disease Ten—Twelve 
Met Violent Deaths. 


There were Just 100 deaths In Louisville 
la*t week, according to the figure* 
Issued by the City Health Department, 
and tuberculosis again took the lead In the 
list of fatnl diseases. There wert* thir¬ 
teen deaths from this cause, while ten 
persons died of heart disease. There were 
six deaths each from paralysis. Bright's 
disease and old age. The deaths were 
evenly divided as to sex. there being fifty 
of each, while there were sixty-eight 
white persona and thirty-two negroes. 

There were seventy-four births, and 
half were mates and half females, while 
of the total seventy-two of the seventy- 
four were white. Only three marriages 
were reported. There were twelve deaths 
by violence, four persons having commit¬ 
ted suicide by |K>lson and one by firearms. 
There were two drowning* and two homi¬ 
cides.

PERCENTAGE OF DELINQUENCY 
WILL BE REDUCED. 


OTHER FEATURES OF WORK. 


Under the powers described for the n«*w 
Juvenile Court of Jefferson county, and 
which will be administered by Judge 
Charles A. Wilson, of the County Court, 
offenses committed by children and not 
now considered In the light of criminal 
acts, will come under the Jurisdiction of 
the new* tribunal and by the exercise of 
tho Judicial authority thu* vested It la 
expected that a largo percentage of 
youthful delinquency and degeneracy ef¬ 
fectual ly will be prevented. 

Primarily, the purposes of Juvenile 
Courts, wherever they have been estab¬ 
lished. have been for reformatory and 
corrective purposes rather than to pro¬ 
vide an especial moans for administering 
punishment. As stated in the text of the 
statute providing for the establishment of 
Juvenile Courts In Kentucky, the law is 
to be Interpreted liberally by the presiding 
Judge, and the exercise of Individual 
Judgment In each cose is expected rather 
than an exact application of the letter 
of the law 

Thus it Is expected that the court shall 
exercise the function of what kind, affec¬ 
tionate nnd careful parents should ex¬ 
hibit toward their children and In gen¬ 
eral to take the parents* place In such 
cases where the children brought before 
the court are delinquent because they are 
lacking the careful guidance received in 
a well-regulated home.

The Green Dragon, Oldfield's rec- 
ord-holdlng machine, has but one speed 
and cjinnot be throttled lower than forty 
miles an hour.. 

In the fifty-mile event It Is probable 
that there will be six local cam entered 
ugulnsi the touring cars of the profes¬ 
sionals. Oldfield has w-on every fifty- 
mile event In which ho hns started this 
season, and on nil occasions but one the 
record* from one to fifty miles were 
clipped.

Wherein the court will exercise powers 
not now regularly delegated to any court 
or constituted authority Is toward chil¬ 
dren who habitually are absent from their 
homes either because of parental neglect 
or because the parents cannot control 
tho child, or because the child has no 
regular home; children who are recog¬ 
nized to be growing up In surroundings 
that sooner or later will lead the child 
into a life of vice and crime and per¬ 
haps Idleness; children who visit houses 
of 111-repute, gambling resorts, saloons. 
pool-nx»ms. bucket shops nnd other places 
of admitted evil: children who are found 
on the streets at night with no reusonAble 
purpose and those who loiter about rail¬ 
road yards and other places where they 
are likely to fall In with bad associates, 
children who are heard to use foul or 
profane language and who are guilt v of 
disorderly conduct on the streets or about 
schoolhousefi, *nd children who are tru¬ 
ants from school¬ 
children who com# under the above- 
named cl ass ore to be designated as de¬ 
linquents and shall be placed under the 
guardianship of the Juvenile Court to be 
dealt with as the court decides shall be 
best for the child’s welfare, regardless of 
the parents’ wishes. However, the chief 
duties of the probation officers are to 
investigate all case* snd ascertain 
wherein the fault lies. Then it shall be 
determined whether the parents or the 
child Is to blame, and Justice — Justice 
toward the child primarily—shall be dealt 
out by tho court. 

• • • 

Dependent Or Neglected, 

Second In the provisions of the statute 
Is one relating to whut are to be known 
as “dependent” or “neglected" children, 
and coming in this class are those found 
begging or soliciting alms, either with or 
without th© pretext of selling or offering 
for sale anything, and children whose 
homes may come to tho attention of the 
court or Its probation officers and found 
wanting In th© essentials that go to make 
th© right sort of abiding place for the 
proper rearing of children. Where It is 
round that the home surrounding*, either 
by the neglect, cruelty, depravity or pov¬ 
erty of the parents, are such as are not 
conducive to th© proper rearing of the 
©hlldren. such children may be taken un- 
d*-r the guidance of the Juvenile Court 
und placed under better care. 

Another feature of the court that wnl 
nppvnl to the city authorities of 1/nUs- 
vlll© especially. I* that youthful runa¬ 
way* or children who are lost or deserted 
by their parent* in another city and who 
are picked up by the police in Louisville, 
will corn© under the latitude of th© Ju¬ 
venile Court, which will have, It I* ex¬ 
pected. such a complete system of co¬ 
operation with the Juvenile Courts of th© 
other counties of Kentucky and of cities 
of other States, that the Identification 
nnd restoration of such children to their 
parents, relatives or the proper authori¬ 
ties will bo greatly simplified 

Scarcely a week passes in Louisville 
that children of the age contemplated hy 
the n**w law do not drift Into Tx)ul*vtl)e 
either as runaways or by having become 
lost on tmlns or otherwise, and ofien it 
l* a source of rrcut annoyance and trou¬ 
ble to the police department to restore 
them to where they belong.
